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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant's 
amendment has place the case in the state of allowance, for further reasons see the last office 
action. 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The reference Yanase (JP02017680A) discloses a light modulator that is controlled 
by two optical transistors, in which the first transistor when turned on allows a voltage to be 
applied to the light modulator putting it into an active state, but it does not vary this active state. 
A second transistor is used to balance the voltage which than varies the active state of the light 
modulator. However, the instant claimed invention is above Yanase because it uses a single 
photo conductive region which creates different electric field strengths which varies the active 
state of the light modulator (see section 0023 of the specification), and it is above originally cited 
reference Pratt Jr. et al because it has two photo conductive regions.
